Notable Speeches and Discussions of

New Yonis, Oct. 8.—Ex-President Grover 
Cleveland and Gov. David B. Hill stood to­ 
gether on tho platform of the Cooper Union 
Hall tonight and opened the Dem ocratic 
State campaign. 
There were thousands w ithin and thou­ 
sands without, aud a m ighty roar greeted 
the two leaders w hile they stood side by 
side awa ting an opportunity to advocate 
the e'eetion of Roswell P. Flower. 
Daniel G. Griffin, chairm an of the execu­ 
tive com m ittee of the State co m m ittee, 
said; 
"In accordance w ith instructions in the 
Democratic State com m ittee I have the 
honor of nom inating the following officers 
of the m eeting; For chairm an. 
Grover 
Cleveland—" 
The gas I ghts 'um ped, the dust rose from 
the beaten floor, everybody yelled till the 
arches of the building rang. 
Tum ultuous applause greeted the appear­ 
ance of the Dem ocratic ex-presideut when 
he assumed the chair. 
W aiting for the annlause to subside lie 
stood quietly at the rea ling desk and at 
length obtained silence by w aving his hand. 
G ro v er C le v e la n d 's Speech 
wa® ss follows: 
My FstL ow -C m zEV S—I 
acknowledge 
with much sati-taction the com plim ent 
paid me by my election as your presiding 
officer tonight. 
If I may be indulged 
few m om ents I 
shall occupy th at much of your tim e in pre­ 
senting some suggestions touching the con­ 
dition and responsibilities of the Democracy 
to the people of the country, and the obi ga­ 
llon and duty at this particular tim e of tile 
Democracy of our State. 
The Democratic party has at all tim es 
been, by profession and by tradition, the 
party of the people. 
I say by profession and by tradition, but I 
by no m eans intend to b in t in the use of 
that expression th a t in its conduct and 
aciion it has failed to justify its proles* on 
or been recreant to its traditions. 
In view of these things we cannot be hon­ 
est and s ncere ami tad to see that a stem 
and inexorable duty is now at our door. 
We saw the money of the people unneces­ 
sarily extorted iroin them under the guise 
of taxation. 
We saw th at this was the result of a scheme 
perpetuated for th e purpose of exacting 
tm Ute irom the poor for tho benefit of the 
rich. 
We saw growing out of this scheme the 
wholesale debauchery and corruption of the 
people whom it impoverished. 
We saw a party which advocated and de­ 
fended this wrong paining and holding 
row er in the governm ent by the sham eless 
apneal to selfishness which it invited. 
We saw the people actually 
liuriiithins the Bonds 
of m isrepresentation and misconception 
which held them , and we saw sordidness 
and the perversion of all that constitutes 
good citizenship on every hand aud sturdy 
Americanism in jeopardy. 
We saw a party planning to retain parti 
san ascendancy by throttling and destroy­ 
ing tho freedom and integrity of the suf­ 
frage through the m oil radical aud reck­ 
less legislation. 
We saw waste and extravagance ra ding 
the public treasury, 
justified in official 
places where economy in gov em inent ex­ 
penditures was ridiculed by those who hold 
in trust the people's money. 
We saw the national assem blage of tno 
People’s representatives transform ed to the 
m ere semblance of legislative assembly bv 
brute force of a violently increased m ajor­ 
ity. and by unprecedented arbitrary rulings. 
w hile it was jeeringly declared by those 
who usurped its functions to be no longer a 
deliberative body. 
Then it was th a t the Democratic party, 
standing forth to do determ ined battle 
against these abuses which threatened the 
welfare and happiness of the people, called 
upon them to trust and promised them th at 
the w arfare should be relentless and un­ 
compromising. 
As results of th e struggle then entered 
upon never has the resistless force ol the 
awakened thought of our countrym en been 
more completely dem onstrated and never 
lias the irresistible strength of tho 
Principles of Democracy 
been more fully exemplified. 
From the West and E ast came tidings of 
victory. 
In the popular branch of th e next Con­ 
gress tile party whicii lately im pudently ar­ 
rogated to itself th e dom ination of th at 
body, will fill hardly more than one-fourth 
of its seats. 
Democratic governors occupy the enem y’s 
strongholds in Iowa, M assachusetts, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. 
in Pennsylvania tile election of a Demo­ 
cratic governor presented conclusive proof 
of Republican corruption exposed and Re­ 
publican dishonesty detected. 
B ut with all these results of a just and 
fearless Dem ocratic policy, our wont is not 
yet completely done: and I w ant to say to 
you that any relaxation of effort w ithin tho 
lines established by the national Democracy 
will be a violation of the pledges we gave 
the people when we invited their co-opera­ 
tion and undertook their cause. 
I do not forget th a t we are gathered to­ 
gether to ratify S tate nom inations, and th at 
wo are im m ediately concerned w ith a State 
campaign. It seem s to me, however, th at 
w hile national questions of the greatest im ­ 
port are yet unsettled, and when we are on 
the eve of a national cam paign in which 
they m ust be again pressed on the atten ­ 
tion of the voters of the country, the De­ 
mocracy of the great State of New York 
cannot and will not entnely ignore them . 
If we fail to retain ascendancy in the 
Em pire State, no m atter upon w hat issue. 
it is lost, and no m atter how much our op­ 
ponents may seek lo avoid great and im ­ 
portant topics, it will be claimed as the 
verdict of our people against the principles 
and platform of the national Democracy. 
It is evident th at if our opoonents are per­ 
m itted to choose the line of battle they will 
avoid all 
N ational Issues. 
Thus far this is plainly th eir policy. 
There is nothing strange in this, for they 
may well calculate th at w hatever m ay be 
their fate rn other fields they have been de­ 
cisively beaten in the discussion of national 
questions. 
In tho present condition of affairs it is not 
to be supposed th a t any consistent aud 
thoughtful m em ber of tho Dem ocratic or­ 
ganization can fail Lo see it his duty to en­ 
gage enthusiastically and zealously in the 
id t ' 
support of the ticket and platform which 
repiesent our parti' in this cam paign. They 
are abundantly w orthy and deserving ol 
support on their own m erits and for their 
of 


own sake. 
We seek to place a t the head of our State 
governm ent a m an of affairs, who in a long 
business career has earned te e good opinion 
and respect of a lib is fellows, whoso hon- 
esty. trust and w orthiness have never been 
im peached, and who I am sure will adm in­ 
ister the great office to which he will be 
called, independently, fearlessly and for the 
good of all the people in the State. 
> We seek fu rth er to secure the Em pire 
State in her Dem ocratic steadfastness, aud 
we seek to win a victory which shall re­ 
deem the pledges we have made in regard to 
constancy to the interests of th e people of 
the laud, and which shall give hope and 
confidence to the national Democracy in 
the struggles yet to come. 
W ith these inc ntives. and w ith these 
urposes in view. I cannot believe th a t any 
Jemoerat can be guilty of lukew arm ness 
or sloth fulness. 
With a party united and zealous, w ith no 
avoidance of any legitim ate issue, w ith a 
refusal to be diverted from the considera­ 
tion of great national ami State questions 
to the discussion of m islead mr tlriugs, and 
w ith such a presentation of the issues in ­ 
volved as will prove our faith in the intelli­ 
gence of the people of the State, the result 
cannot be doubtful.

when he spoke of extortionate taxation, 
the defeat the Republicans sustained at the 
last congressional elections, the m erits of 
the cand idates for governor, and when lie 
declared th at no Dem ocrat should now be 
guilty of lukew arm ness or slothfulness.

After being greeted by an outburst of 
applause, 
Gov. H ill S p o k e as F o 'lo w n 
F ellow-Citizens—’Tho political conven­ 
tions have been held and the issues of the 
present campaign are now ascertained. 
The same contest is presented in dealing 
w ith tho questions of the hour—between 
political honesty on the one hand and poli­ 
tical hypocr sy on the other. 
The same struggle exists between those 
who favor tax at on for public purposes and 
justily ii for private purposes: between leg­ 
islation for tho people and legislation for 
individuals; Between a tariff for revenue 
aud a tariff for plunder. 
H ie sam e conflict is upparcn* bel ween the 
friends of a constitutional bim etallic cur­ 
rency an i tho friends of luonom etalisin 
and dem onetization. 
The same contention is exhibited between 
State autonom y and Federal centralization 
between M ate control of domestic affairs 
and Federal interference as exem plified in 
a force bill. 
These are th e plain, simple and explicit is­ 
sues which are pr ren ted for the considera­ 
tion of Hie people. 
They can not lie successfully evaded or 
disguised by flippant oratory, unseem ly de­ 
nunciation or weak attem pts at sarcasm . 
There w: s no m istaking the popular ver­ 
dict last fa ll-th e people desired prom pt 
action on the part of their representatives, 
but instead there has been inaction. 
S u b te r fu g e an I P re v a ric a tio n . 
They a-sert now th a t the people did not 
understand the questions upon which they 
were passing; th at 
they were misled, 
hoodwinked aud deceived; that although

that, although they protested against and 
criticised the Melvin.ey bill, they will ad­ 
m ire its exactions when they become ac­ 
customed to th em : th a t although they ap­ 
parently did not relish the force hill they 
do not seriously object to Federal control of 
elections; th at allhough they denounced 
Sneaker Reed they, in fact, appproved his 
methods. 
Those excuses are as unwarranted as they 
are rduisy. 
They re: cot upon the intelligenee of the 
A m e n an votcrand are an lndictm eut of his 
common sense. 
The people understood exactly the m eas­ 
ures and m ethods up n which they were 
passing judgm ent; there was no deception 
or taise pretenses implied. 
N othing has occurred since last fall to 
Change the attitu d e of the people upon the 
tariff question. 
The McKinley bill has not ruined the 
country nor has it benefited it. 
It has imposed additional burdens upon 
the people tor tho benefit of favored inter­ 
ests. 
It lias created no new m arkets of any ap­ 
preciable value. 
It has not raised the wages of a single 
laboring m an. 
Our opponents tell tis th at the M cKinley 
bill ought to be palatable to the poor people 
bt cause the ’Tree list’’ has been greatly 
enlarged. 
They blow hot and they blow cold at the 
same moment. 
They cry out against free trade in otto 
breath and t ien in the n xt breath claim 
credit for extending the ! revisions of free 
trade to num erous articles not heretofore 
exem pted from the tarifi duties. 
This is an adm iss'on th at a tariff is a tax, 
and that an abolition of tariff duties inures 
ordinarily to the benefit of ttio consumer. 
The people (ire, of course, thankful for 
sm all favors, but will naturally inquire why 
the list is not m ade larger, and why their 
burdens were 
increased with 
increased 
duties upon other articles not placed upon 
the tree list. 
M cKinlcydcs claim credit on both sides. 
If the abolition or reduction of duties is a 
relief to the consum ers, then an increase of 
dunes is an additional burden imposed upon 
them. 
The enlargem ent of the free list by the 
addit on of num erous articles was for a 
purpo-e. It was intended to give the ap­ 
pearance of affording g-cat relief to the 
people to draw their attention from th e in­ 
creased duties on other articles. 
Many of the articles upon 
T h e F ree GUI 
are of th at nature th at it does not m ako any 
m aterial difference 
to anybody w hether 
they are free or not. hut they bein swell the 
list, which accom plishes 
the object de­ 
scribed. 
The poor man’s woollens are made to pay 
30 p r cent. more, while the r.ch m an’s 
broadcloth pays only lo Der cent. more. 
The duty on sea I ak in sacks is reduced IO 
per cent. while th a t on silk plush sacks, 
which the poor woman wears, is increased 
GO per cent. 
The duty on the worsted shawls which 
the farmer’s orlaborer’s wife wears is ra sed 
from 02 to HO per cent., and on woollen 
shawls tho increase varies from IG to 30 per 
cen I. 
Un women's and children’s cheap dress 
goods the increase is nearly IOO per cent., 
while on higher priced goods the increase 
is much less. 
The tax on flannels is increased at least 
60 per cent. 
'Hie increase on ready-made clothing is 
from 64 to 80 per cent. 
The increase on hosiery is from 40 to 60 
per cent. 
On cheap blankets the Increase is over 
IOO per cent. 
On m ilk cans, tin nails, tin cans, coffee 
pots, kettles, cups and other articles of tin­ 
ware the increase is enormous. 
But they say they Lave given the country 
free sugar. 
Yes. they have, w ith a string to it, or bur­ 
den attached to it. 
They have m ade sugar of a certain grade 
free, but they have provided for a bounty to 
be paid to sugar producers, which in alt 
am ounts to about 87,620,000 a year, w hich 
tile governm ent m ust pay from tho rev­ 
enues it collects on other articles. 
They shout in our cars the boon of free 
sugar, but they om it to tell us of the burden 
which they have imposed upon us to se­ 
cure it. 
W hen you buy a suit of clothes w hat do 
you gain if the clothier throws in a vest. 
provided lie charges you a double price for 
tho pants? 
Of w hat avail is 
F ree S u g a r 
if you are required to increase the duty on 
other articles in ordei to raise tho moneys 
necessary to pay the bounties? 
The people understand the sugar situation 
better than the Republican party th in k 
they do. 
The people w ant substantial, not fictitious 
relief; they w ant low 'taxes, not coupled 
with high bounties; they w ant Hie lowest 
taxes consistent w'ltii the actual needs of 
the governm ent. 
Our platform renews the party’s pledges 
of fidelity to sound principles of finance. 
It reaffirms Hie national Democrat c plat­ 
form of 1*81, which expl citlv declares: 
"W e believe in honest money. the gold and 
silver coinage of the Constitution, aud a 
circulating m edium convertible into such 
money w ithout loss." 
The Dem ocratic party is the friend of 
honest money. 
It believes in an honest dollar. 
The responsibility for Hie loss of the 
W orld’s fair to New York is directly trace­ 
able to the Republican candidate for gov­ 
ernor and to Hie Republican leader who 
dictated and controlled his action, 
A series of m au i uvres were resorted to in 
an effort to defeat, Hie bill liefore tile Legis­ 
lature, and the principal consp rator in th at 
scheme was Senator Fassett, acting under 
the inspiration of Mr Platt.

Gov. R ussell and Maj. M cK inley on th e 
T ariff. 
Ap a , O., Oct. 8.—‘‘The m eeting of the gov­ 
ernors” will be a long rem em bered event in 
the history of Ada and H ardin county. 
For weeks the joint debate betw'eeu Gov. 
Campbell and Maj. McKinley has been re- 
ferred to as th e im pending battle of the 
giants, and the discussion this evening 
fully dem onstrates 
that 
McKinley aud 
Campbell are peerless exponents of the 
high and low tariff principles w hich they 
respectively espouse. 
The union m eeting was held in the vast 
am phitheatre in the fair grounds. 
As the two leaders appeared a governor’s 
salute was Ared, 
The m eeting was presided over by tyro 
chairm en. J. M. Van F leet of the H ardin 
county Democratic central com m ittee on be­ 
bait of the Democrats, and Ja m e st'. Howe 
ut the Republican county central com m ittee 
on behalf of the Republicans. 
At 1.46 tile m eeting w as called to order

They pay not a dollar 
toward your county, your State, your m u­ 
nicipal im provem ents beyond our jurisdic­ 
tion. Tho only way to touch them is to tax. 
"The Governor says tliev don’t pay tho 
tax; th at it is the people. Then w hat are 
tho English m aking so much fuss about? 
Why are th e G erm ans m aking such a noise 
about our 1 arift law s?” 
Maj. McKinley quoted a num ber of arti­ 
cles th at are cheaper today than under the 
old order of things, aud said the rebate 
on raw production for export had been in 
every tariff law since the days of W ashing­ 
ton. 
Thoro was deafening applause as Maj. 
McKinley, who had spoken one aud a half 
hours, resum ed his seat. 
Gov. Campbell then m ade his closing re­ 
m arks, in which he said Mr. M cKinley h ad 
not pointed out why the wages worker has 
not had an increase in wages, and th a t if 
there were any SO cent dollars in circula­ 
tion the Republican party was responsible 
for it.

GOV. W IL L IA M E. R U SSE LL . 


C lean-C ut R eplies to C riticism s on His 
N ew Y ork Speeoh. 
Gov. W illiam E. Russell of M assachu­ 
setts defended his speech on tho decadence 
of M assachusetts industries as follows in 
Boston last week. 
As I believe it is the privilege and duty of 
every citizen carefully to exam ine the acts 
of a public servant, so it is tho privilege 
and duty of such a servant to account to 
the people for every act, and also to defend 
him self from unjust and m alignant criti­ 
cism. 
One such criticism tonight I propose to 
answer. The great honor has been given 
me by the people of the Com m onwealth of 
presiding over her aff airs. 
W ith that honor has come the grave re­ 
sponsibility faithfully aud unselfishly to 
serve her interests, to defend her glorious 
institutions arid to uphold her honor. Any 
public servant of hers unfaithful in this is 
disloyal to his Com m onwealth. 
Among 
the foolish, the false and the wicked issues 
which the Republican party has endeav­ 
ored to raise in this campaign, to excite 
prejudice rather than to carry conviction. 
is the charge that, in a public address de­ 
livered by me in New York on the tariff 
question. I m aligned the Com m onwealth, 
Let me read the charge as form ulated by 
bim iii his speech at H averhill, Sept. 22. He 
then said : 
"W e have in M assachusetts this year as 
our chief m agistrate a Democrat. 
. 
. 
. 
M assachusetts bad a right to expect th at 
every son of hers, especially if endowed w ith 
the highest honors in her gift, would be a 
valiaut defender of her honor w herever he 
wem. Aud yet very soon aftegTiis inaugu­ 
ration. while the very plaudits of his friends 
were ringing in his ears. he took occasion 
to detract from our industries, to detract 
from this old Commonwealth. He spoke of 
our abandoned farm s and our groat indus­ 
tries, 'folding their tents 
Like tile Arabs 
and silently stealing aw ay.’ ” 
Let m e notice as the first m istake of Mr. 
Allen, sm all, however, in com parison w ith 
the others, th at I delivered th a t speech 
some tim e before I entered office—as a pri­ 
vate citizen, and not as governor of the 
Commonwealth. So m uch for the charge. 
Let us see upon w hat It is founded. The 
speech referred to was delivered by me Dec. 
23,1890, before the Tariff Reform Club of 
New York at its celebration of the great 
tariff reform victory th a t had swept over 
the country, and in response to the toast. 
"The place of New E ngland iii th at contest 
—once more she rebels against unequal and 
unjust taxation.’’ 
A political revolution had broken Massa­ 
chusetts away from her Republican moor­ 
ings ai the election of her congressmen aud 
governor. T iiat result, after three years of 
thorough discussion, was due to the tariff 
question, unless Mr. Lodge believes that 
him self and his force bill were a potent in ­ 
fluence in turning M assachusetts from Re­ 
publicanism to the pleasant paths of Democ­ 
racy. (Applause.) 
it was her protest founded upon m ature 
i consideration against Hic Repuclican policy 
i on the tariff as embodied iii the McKinley 
; bill. (Applause.) 
I 
In th at speech I spoke as follow* of the in-

one of Ohio's greatest governors, launched 
into the debate, and in the course ot his 
j speech said: 
I 
"I protest against the crim es com m itted in 
I the name of protection, a protection which 
i increases the tirin g necessities of the poor 
aud produces a reduction of the wages of 
workingm en and women. 
"Our once proud commerce has been 
swept from the seas, and yearly farm ing is 
i growing more unprofitable. 
“The splendid palaces of protected m an­ 
ufacturers crown our hills, w hile down in 
the valleys the Italian and the Bohemians 
ta re usurping tho rights and privileges of 
the American workingm an whose fam ily 
crouch in tile corner of their hovel crying 
for bread. 
"I he wife of the m iner starves, that pro- 
taction m ay bo promoted, while the coal 
barons arc rolling in wealth. 
"Tiler* are women in our great cities try ­ 
ing to m aintain life on 13 cents a day th at 
our infant industries may be protected. 
“In I860 tho capitalists of this country 
owned 37 Mi per cent. of our wealth, Today 
they own more than one-half, and they live 
closer. 
"Do they deserve better treatm ent at the 
hands of Providence than the farm er, the 
wage-worker or the preacher, tho doctor 
and the law yer? W herever a Democrat 
points to these facts, the only answ er we 
get is a sneering allusion to the calam ity 
croaker. 
The so-called ’rotten rich’ are 
defying tho people seeking iii rough a venal 
press to destroy the reputation, the honor 
and the estate of any who may wage war 
vigorously in the cause of the people. (Ap­ 
plause.) 
"W e are rapidly reaching a condition 
which was predicted by Abraham Lincoln 
when he said: ’The money power will en­ 
deavor to prolong its reign until all w ealth 
is aggregated in the hands of tim few aud 
the republic is lost.’” (Applause.) 
The Governor stated that the total num ­ 
ber ol m ercantile tailures in the U nited 
States for the nine m onths of 1891 is 8866. 
as compared with 7638 in a like period of 
18110, a gain of 17 per cent. 
‘‘T his,’’ said he, "is 
I n lie r th e M cK inley Bill. 
Yet when in 1890 McKinley accented the 
nom ination for Congress he said th at if his 
bill passed the Senate this country would 
w in a boom more m arvellous than it had 
ever known. (Laughter.) 
"W here is th at boom? (Democratic ap­ 
plause.; 
"W ere it not for the present abundant 
crops, the best in IO years, these tailures 
i would b o a great deal worse than they are. 
“One ol the greatest causes of the depres­ 
sion aud failures ot tho present season, is 
th at we are paying too much taxes. 
"M cKinley on May 5, 1888, at Philadel- 
phia. said the tariff was a ‘tax.’ (Demo­ 
cratic applause.) 
"The m ajor says this tax is not paid by 
the consumer. 
Now. the .Supreme Court of 
the United States announced that a duty on 
im ports is a tax th at is paid by the consu­ 
m ers.’’ (Dem ocratic applause.) 
J lie Governor then said; "W hengenuine 
reciprocity comes in, we w ill have not a 
little one-sided reciprocity with the little 
countries ot South America, but -ubtantial 
w ith E ng,and. France aud the world. (Ap­ 
plause.) 
"The duty on plate glass is 140 per cent, 
and last year we imported $160,000 worth 
of plat* glass as valued iii England, yet upon 
that glass there was paid 1223,OOO duties. 
or $63,000 more than the cost of glass in 
Englan I. Did the English m anufacturer 
give us the glass ami nay $61,000 besides to 
get us to take it? (Appl lose and laughter.) 
“There were m anufactured in this coun­ 
try last year fifty-live hundred m illions of 
dollars worth of goods. If the tariff on 
dutiable goods is 60 per cent., it is fair to 
presume, taking protected and unprotected 
industries together, tiiat at least one-third 
of that sum is paid in lieu of duties to the 
m anufacturers at hom e upon the Am erican 
product.

PARNELL DEAD. 


Ireland’s Noted Son Suddenly 
Called Away. 


Sketch of His (ireat Struggle with 


Hostile Parliaments. 


His Burial Made the Occasion of Great 


Demonstration. 


Charles Stew art Parnell, the well-known 
leader of tile Home Rule party, d cd at his 
residence in Brighton. Eng., early on the 
m orning of the 8tli amt., after an acute 
sickness of only a few days. Ile had been 
in poor health for some tim e, but no im m e­ 
diate danger was feared. Congestion of 
tho lungs, following or induced by acute 
rheum atism , is given as the cause of death. 
d ia rie s Stew art 
Parnell was born at 
Avondale, in 1846. He w as a descendant of 
Parnell, the poet, and his family have been 
associated with Irish parliam entary life 
for over a century. His great-grandfather, 
Sir John Parnell, was chancellor of the ex­ 
chequer in G rattan’s Parliam ent and w .is 
an irreconcilable opponent of the union. 
Mr. Parnell’s m other was a daughter of 
Com. Stew art of the IJ. S. navy. 
In 1874. at, the age of 28 years, having 
hut shortly before com pleted Ids education 
in Magdalen College, cam bridge, and trav ­ 
elled for some tim e in America, he offered 
him self as a hom e rule candidate for the 
county of Duhl n in opposition to Col. Tay­ 
lor. who had just been appointed to orfice n 
the Disraeli governm ent aud wasseeking re­ 
election. 
Parnell was then high sheriff of Wicklow, 
an otflce which lie had to resign iii order to 
become a parliam entary candidate. 


The contest, he kti 'w, was a hopeless one. 
but on behalf of principle tie was wili ng to 
m ake the sacrifice. He resigned th'- post 
tion of high sheriff aud issued his address to 
tile electors of Dublin. 
His start in public life, however, gave 
iit tlo indication of the ability and ebxineneo 
which in later y ea's he so fully displayed. 
Cynics predicted th a t if he ever got into 
Parliam ent he would lie known as the 
"silent m em ber"or single-speech P arnell.” 
Time has, however, falsified the predic­ 
tion. He was not to im successful that 
time, for his opponent received 2122 votes 
to 1141 cast for the future leader of Hie 
Irish people. 
Parnell then retired into private life and 
he w as not beard of again until another 
m om entous cr.sis arose in the history of his 
country. 
John M itchell, the convicted and nnre- 
pentent rebel of 1848. w ent hom e from 
m er ca and offered 
him self as a par 
ham em ary candidate for the county of Tip­ 
perary early in 1876. His audacity was an 
insult to the whole British nation, and to 
the landlord class in Ireland in particular. 
Parnell Im m ediately indorsed M itchell's 
action, aud subscribed 8250 tow ard the ex­ 
penses of the contest. M itchell was elected. 
nut 'before he had an opportunity to test Irs 
rifer lit to take his eat he died in th e arm s of 
victory, ami was followed a few days later 
by his politieal colleague, fellow-eonvirt 
aud brother-in-law . "honest John M artin,’’ 
m em ber from Meath. 
Parnell was im m ediately selected as tho 
home rule candidate for the seat left va­ 
cant by tin death of M artin, being sup­ 
ported by the Home Rule League. 
Ile 
fought tho constituency with grim deter­ 
m ination. and was elected bv 1771 votes, as 
against 902 for bis opponent, J. L. Napier, 
and 138 for another opponent. J. T. Hinds. 
Elected on April 19. 1876, he cast his first 
vote three nights later in the House of Com­ 
mons against the coercion bill for Ireland. 
Parnell and Biggar fought every proposi­ 
tion introduced by the govern rn int, pro­ 
posed am endm ents, discussed others, and 
generally made things lively for the gov­ 
ernm ent, which had form erly boon in (he 
habit of listening to the calm and quiet, 
pleading of Mr. Butt. T heir action had its 
effect ; they not only exasperated the gov- 
em inent, but secured the hatred of their 
Whiggish colleagues, who did not w ant to 
bo compelled to appear in opposition to tho 
governm ent. 
Even Mr. B utt him self m ade a determ ined 
effort to have them expelled from the home 
rule party. 
T he Gaud League A gitation 


was started by D avitt in 1879, and soon 
after Parnell gave his adhesion to the 
movement, travelled through the country 
addressing m eetings in its behalf, and was 
everywhere received w ith enthusiasm as 
the new leader of the people. 
T hat same year. accompanied by John 
Dillon, lie started 
for America 
for the 
avowed purpose of bringing the Irish iii 
Am erica into line w ith their countrym en at 
home. 
Among other declarations which he made 
at this tune during Ins tour in Am erica was 
Hie following: "A power will spring up in 
Ireland w hich shall sweep away not only 
the land system, bul the infam ous govern­ 
m ent th at m aintains it.’’ On March 8, 
1880, while at M ontreal, he received news 
of 
the 
dissolution 
of 
Parliam ent, 
and 
im m ediately 
set

for 
Ireland. 
He 
landed 
at 
Queenstown 
March 21. and im m ediately threw him self 
into the breach. The elections w ere in full 
swing, and w hen Hip 
smoko o;

cleared away he found him self elected for 
three constituencies—Cork city, M eath, his 
old stamping-ground, and Mayo. In Cork he 
had unseated a Catholic W hig w ho had 
represented 
the

its

interests. 
Sixty-eight 
home 
rulers 
were 
elected- 
at 
this 
election, though m any of them could not 
have been said.except bv the m erest stretch 
of fancy, to deserve tho title. At the first 
m eeting of the party Parnell was elected 
leader, receiving 23 votes to 18 cast for Mr. 
Shaw, aud tho w isdom of the choic’e was 
shown a few m onths later, w hen, despite 
the fact th a t no m ention was m ade of it in 
the Queen’s speech. Gladstone was com­ 
pelled to introduce a land bill in the House 
of Commons - a bill which, while it was far 
from satisfactory, proved one of the great­ 
est boons to the Irish tenant given bv an 
English P arliam ent since the days of O'Con- 
nell. 
The custom ary coercion bill was soon af­ 
ter introduced, and Parnell fought it with 
m ight and m ain. He urged his countrym en 
to stand firm and resist the oppression of 
the governm ent, and the consequence w as 
th at in the latter part of 1880 he, with 
John Dillon, Thomas Sexton.

Up to '86. from the passage of the "Crimes 
Aet ’ the Irish party, led by Parnell, and the 
Liberal party, led by Gladstone, were con­ 
tinually at daggertfedrawn. 
It wa* a regular stand-up fight-, and it 
ended with Hie knocg-down of Gladstone, 
who wa* hurled from power by the votes of 
the Irish party in June, 1886. 
A short time previous tho Irish people, as 
a mark of their regard for Parnell, had sub- 
scribed a testim onial of over .640.000 to en­ 
able him to dolray lite debts on his estate, 
which had been contracted because of his 
work in b half of the country. 
A general election occurred in Novemner, 
I 880, and aft r fruitless efforts on Parnell's 
part to gel Mr. Gladstone during Ids Mid’o- 
thian campaign to declare how far he was 
prepared to go in the direetion of home rule 
for Ire a id, tho lr sh 'cader ssued a m ani­ 
festo to hts countrym en in England, coun­ 
selling them to vote 
A gainst (lie L ib e rals 
a f the coming elections. 
They did so unanim ously, and the result 
was that the Liberal’s strength was consid­ 
erably reduced in the new 
Parliam ent, 
though Gladstone still com m anded a m a­ 
jority. The Tories, seeing th at they were

Four hours

the bem e rule bill of Apr.J. 1886. 
The measure was to a great extent sprung 
on the country, wide i was bv no m eans pre­ 
pared for such a departure. The issues were 
purposely clouded by the opponents of the 
schem e; the time lor discussion was too 
short, and, as a consequence t ie bill was 
defeated tor a second leading by a m ajority 
of SO. 
Gladstone appealed to tho country, how­ 
ever, aud met w ith defeat. From th at tim e 
up to November of last year th-* Liberals 
and the Irish party worked unitedly for Hie 
success ut the home rule cause, and 't was 
not until alter the unfortunate prooeed'mrs 
iii the divorce court proceedings whl. h 
cast the only cloud on the career of Parnell 
—th at any difference arose between them 
The i roceeditigs and occurrences of the 
eventful month succeeding the verdict are 
still fresh in the memory of all. They were 
the me im of disrupting the brilliant Party 
which Parnell had founded, and dividing 
tlie people of Ireland to an unfortunate 
extent. 
In the tnblst of it all, Parnell him self pre­ 
served the .‘■ame calm, im passive, quiet de­ 
meanor.

The funeral of Parnell ended w ith a crush 
and disturbance over the grave of Parnell, 
w blob m ade it the scene of a light. People 
were beaten back with sticks from the 
grave side, aud sent home w ith bleeding 
heads. 
Many of Parnell's colleagues who had 
followed th e hearse for miles in the mud 
were unable to get near the grave, and had 
to plead w ith the crowd not to tram ple 
down P arnell’s relatives. 
The poi co aud governm ent authorities re- 
fram ed from taking part. 
Dublin m unicipal police arc under the 
charge of tile gin em inent, presumably, 
therefore the Parnellite* did not care to call 
it) their assistance, owing to their principle 
that the police should lie under local con­ 
trol.

Following the young athletes were a long 
line of four-wheel cabs, Irish jaunting cars,

every available point of observation were 
thronged w ith people. 
When everything is said, it was really an 
impressive spectacle.

P ennsylvania V illage, Once 
Afflicted, 
F ears A nother Scourge. 
Ca RHONDA LK, Penn., Get. 11.—Tho village 
of Uniondale is alarm ed by the appearance 
of a case th a t has been pronounced by a 
council of physicians to be genuine black 
fever. The patient bas died, aud there is 
great fear of the contagion spreading. 
In 1864 this city was visited by an epi­ 
demic which resulted in an average of eight 
deaths a day for over a m onth. O thers who 
were attacked, hut who survived, were left 
hopelessly crippled or deaf and dumb. The 
fever carries many of its victim s off in IO 
hours after the attack, and in all cases Hie 
body turns blade after death. 
At the tim e of the great epidemic here all 
the clergym en hut two, aud m any physi­ 
cians, fled from the town.

Unveiled at Chicago. 


Resembles a Giant 
Hero 
Outlined 


Against the Sky. 


Inspiring Scene on the Shore of Lake 


Michigan Yesterday. 


Chicago, Oct. 7.—A giant hero in th e sky— 
that wax what suddenly outlin*‘d against 
the heavens through the smoke and roar of 
artillery the huge bronze statue of Gen. 
Grant looked like to lav to nearly 100.000 
people on the shore and ships at the long 
beach in Lincoln Park. 
High in the air. topping a hill. gay. sh ap e­ 
less bunting surm ounting a m assive pe­ 
destal of granite had quickly been w ith­ 
drawn, disclosing ax if by m agic the ' old. 
com m ander” in m agnificent proportions, 
scores of band* at the instant peei ng forth 
the “S tarsp an g led Banner," thousands of 
troops presenting arms, 
the m ighty as­ 
sem blage in th e background. alm ost as far 
ax the eye could reach, bursting into a 
cheer, reverberating 
like the surf in a 
storm, while out of Lake Mich g in. through 
a tatiglo of m asts an I flags and shrieking 
whistles, thundered the deafening boom of 
a presidential salute. 
Tile orator of the dav. Gen. W alter Q. 
Gresham, judge, of the United States Court 
of Appeals, wax w orthy the occasion. 
Among them Mrs Gen. G rant, her w hite 
b a r showing beneath h ar widow's bonnet, 
was the ' ynos tre of thousands of eyes. 
Massed to the fr m of Ute platform ana to 
the im m ediate right and left in one Ina- 
rn en se..so ad square.leaving no vacan tin cb oi 
driveway or grass were close upon 20,000 
uniformed men : g h tterin g in fan try ,cavalry 
aud artillery, both regular and m ilitia. 
grizzled vc erans of the G. A. R.. bright 
plumed K nights of Pythias and seem ingly 
conn! less sim ilar organizations. 
Back of all these there .swarmed o v ertire 
wide. far-stretching stone beach and espla­ 
nade to the w ater’s edge a veritable locust 
cloud of the general public: beyond this 
living panoram a could bo seen an im nos 
ing ti ot ilia. of nearly 200 vessels. 
Three abreast was the order tn th e m arine 
display, and a noble 9ig it it was as the 
squadron m ade its way along, alm ost w ithin 
bai mg distance, all decorated in regulation 
sty e. 
From bow to stern, up over the m ast tops, 
there hung a lino of fluttering flags. On rho 
inside, next to the shore, the tugs, sm all

At a prearranged signal Miss M argaret

"G rant was rem arkably free from th at 
vanity and conceit which have been Hie 
weakness of m any great minds, ami wb.ch 
seem to be f ie peculiar vice of men who 
have risen, Ilks nim, from hum ble antece­ 
dents to a lofty eminence. 
"G reatness was never more unconscious of 
itseli than was in him. 
"There is nothing of tho braggart in any of 
his official reports or despatches, there s no 
arrogance, no regard for dram atic effect, no 
parade of him -elf. 
"Ho thought more of giviug an im pulse to 
the pursuit* of peace and industry am ongst 
a disorganized people by aiding them in the 
m aintenance of them selves, of bringing 
them hack into social as well as poliUcal 
relations w ith Hie rest of Hie country, than 
upon his own par: and lotin the accom plish­ 
m ent of these salutary ends. 
"In t •* struggle tbatlended in final capita 
Inturn, he was never actuated by tile spirit 
of revenge or hate, or by au g h t else th an a 
high sen-e of patriotic duty. 
"W rong as they were.and as they will ever 
be rated by impartirW history, he ‘did not 
question the sinceri y of the gr a tm a s so f 
tuo*o who were opposed to us.’ 
"I should like to sec im partial history 
w ritte n /’ lie also said : “Such history will 
do full credit to the courage, endurance and 
sold erly ability of the American citizen, no 
m atter w hat section of the country he hails 
from, or in w hat ranks he fought." 
He was never m isled by rating him self too 
high or too low.

Obstacles which seemed insurm ountable 
to others only served to tnspire him with 
determ ination to overcome them .

Icon's genius may have been more active 
and brilliant, b ut if he had been endowed 
w ith judgm ent as strong aud unerring he 
would never have ventured upon the disas­ 
trous Russian campaign. 
G iant never lost tne fruits of victory 
through inactivity, 
No success ever turned lits head. 
tie rigorously subordinated all private 
sentim ents and feelings to the good of the 
cause th at ho served. He was incapable of 
envy or jealousy, and he never appropriated 
envy 
credit th at was due toothers. 
He was silent, thoughtful, patient and 
sincere. 
He com m anded him self as successfully as 
lie com m anded arm ies, and win re he leu all 
felt sale against the consequences of in­ 
capacity or rashness. 
A lthoug 1 educated at W est Point, he was 
not a professional xoidier. Instead of liking 
w ar he abhorred it as the greatest of hum an 
calam ities, and his tem peram ent inclined 
to peace. 
Ho did not believe th at because m ilitary 
force had saved the Union it was a proper 
instrum ent of governm ent in the tim e of 
peace.

When Marius had defeated the Teutons 
at Aquffi Sextim he returned to Italy to 
help his colleague, who was facing the Cim- 
bri near Yercell®. 
The two armies did not manoeuvre for the 
better position. The Cimbri sent word to 
Marius to meet them at a given day and 
place and there fight for the mastery. 
Marius accepted the challenge and annihi­ 
lated their army and nation. 
Things are different today. An army in­ 
vades the territory of an enemy, who as­ 
sembles an army to meet tile invasion. 
Rivers or mountains prevent a mardi in 
certain directions. Poor roads are to be 
avoided. Fortified cities may lie athwart 
■ the invader’s path, which there is no time 
to besiege. He must pursue such a path as 
; best to ration his men from his base. He 
I must beware lest tile enemy operate on his 
rear. 
There is immense opportunity for what 
! wrestlers call “sparring for ahold.” And 
1 it is the relative ability and decisiveness of 
the rival generals in this sparring, which 
i br ngs about success or failure. 
The two armies play a terribly earnest 
game of hide and seek. They are separated 
while strategically lnameuvrmg by many 
1 miles of territory aud perhaps rivers and

Forcing Plants and Vegeta­ 
bles by Electricity. 


Vermont’s Tax List-M any Criminali­ 


ties and Minor Casualties. 


Notes of Happenings in the Various 


- States. 


Franklin, Mass,, Oct. 9.—Some account 
has been given in the newspapers of ex­ 
periments in France to force plant and 
vegetable growth by electricity as a new 
and important discovery. 
Similar experiments were made nearly 
half a century ago aud claimed to bo suc­ 
cessful by Dr. Lyman Larkin, at that tim e a 
resident of Wrentham. 
Dr. Larkin was a well known physician in 
Wrentham, where he had a large practice. 
He was a peculiar man and fond of chem­ 
ical and philosophical investigation. 
His residence was where F. P. Redding’s 
store stands, the house he occupied having 
been burned some years since. 
During a portion of his fife Dr. Larkin 
was a Spiritualist, and supposed to have the 
assistance of able minds in the spiritual 
world who advised his investigations in 
certain directions. 
He turned bis attention to plant growth 
by electricity, and George W. .Jackson, now 
living in Wrentham, was employed to help 
him in the mechanical arrangements. 
Electric wires connected with a battery 
were buried in the soil of the garden. These 
were connected with iron plates placed in 
tho ground to complete the circuit. 
The result of tile experiment, was said to 
ho fully up to the inventor's expectations, 
and the plants showed a vigor and lu sh ­ 
ness that could not be accounted for except 
from the power of the electric current in 
tlie wires among the roots. 
The cost of production is not remembered 
bv neighbors of Dr. Larkin at the time, and 
his only imitator in this line is said to have 
Peen .tames Jones of JSheldonville, three 
miles from Wrentham Centre. 
Jones’ investigations attracted less atten­ 
tion at the time, as ho was less noted in the 
surrounding country. 
Later Dr. Larkin removed to h ew York 
State, whero he died.

Vermont has an anomaly in the laying 
out ot the lands of the State, which are 
called gores. 
Although not attached to 
towns, yet the scattered inhabitants and 
lands are subject to taxation. 
These gores are a source of special an­ 
noyance to the State officials and the people 
who reside within their limits. It seems 
rather singular to have a small strip of land 
on a mountain so situated, perhaps, that no 
bordering town wants to annex it, left out 
in the cold and classed as a gore and under 
the im mediate guardianship of the State.

I 
quote now every word that has been subject 
to adverse criticism. 
" I wogr* ut influences control the action of 
Massachusetts on the question. First, lier 
material interests, aud second, lier moral 
sense of right and wrong. She remembered 
that under a low tariff lier great industries 
were established and her manufacturing 
towns were founded: that in 1867 she. with 
the rest of New England, was in favor of 
the lowest tariff our country had had for 
generations; she recalled that iii those day’s 
hor agriculture thrived, hor industries 
grow with leaps and bounds, lier commerce 
carried our flag into every part of the 
civilized world, and tho Now England coast 
rang with tile music of tho anvil and 
mallet, building the cli liner 
ships that 
would win the carrying trade of the world. 
" I'lien she lived through 80 years of strin­ 
gent protection, and sitting down at last to 
examine lier condition after such careful 
nursing, she found her agriculture declin­ 
ing, and new and ill-omened officers, com­ 
missioners of abandoned farms, created in 
some of the New England States. 
"Her foreign commerce had been swept 
from the sras. great industries that for gen­ 
et ation* had been her glory and ber strength 
were 'folding their tents like the Arabs and 
silently stealing awav.’ Others were stag­ 
nant. others greatly prosperous, and tho 
I tie of cleavage between stagnation and 
prosperity seemed to tie free raw material. 
"She felt the great and growing competi­ 
tion of the West and South, with their nat­ 
ural advantages secured to them. \\ bile her 
own were destroyed by a policy which set 
aside a law of nature and the will of God. 
Massachusetts, with her inherited aptitude 
for skilled industries, will take lier chance 
in anv fair competition. 
"Stie does not ob'ect to competing with 
her bands tied. (Loud applause.) 
"Sheprotests against law holding the knife 
that would cut the throat of her groat in- 
! dustrics, 
But I love to think that a higher 
influence titan lier pocket, controlled lier 
actions. I know that wrong which touches 
the Docket pricks tim conscience. I also 
1 know that 
M assaclinaetta—G od 
G loss H er— 
against her material interests has been the 
fruitful field of many an agitation 
for 
human rights, equality aud freedom m eant 
to be the forerunner of law. and successful 
in their purpose, lf tho spirit of the olden 
time were still in lier. it was inevitable 
1 that she. true to lier history and her tradi­ 
tions, again .should protest against unequal 
and unjust taxation.” 
Upon that opinion, expressed by’ mo as a 
private cit zen. and upon that only, hare 
arisen tho hun and cry that I have "de- 
tr o te l from this old Commonwealth.” 
I .et me answer this charge, not because I 
believe any unprejudiced man seriously 
thinks that the statement quoted is "de­ 
traction” from our Commonwealth, but be­ 
cause it gives me an opportunity to show 
what party and what policy are really injur­ 
ing the Commonwealth and ber industries. 
I ns:, tlie argument and facts stated in that 
speech were used ox-er and over again in 
campaigns in Massachusetts without the 
charge that such discussion of an economic 
question 
was m aligning the Common­ 
wealth. 
Is it, maligning her to declare one’s honest 
conviction that high tariff taxation of the 
raw material of our industries has injured, 
and is injuring, those industries? 
I 
Has such taxation become so sacred that 
one cannot question it without being tra­ 
duced as an enemy of the Commonwealth? 
Second, was not my statement of her rendi­ 
tion, of lier protest against unjust restric­ 
tions and unfair competition, ami of the 
high moral purpose that guided her. and 
always has, far more complimentary to her 
than the graphic account given by inv dis­ 
tinguished opponent of her agricultural and 
mineral resources? 
Iii his recent speech at Haverhill he said: 
"As an agricultural country, Massachusetts 
cannot hope to excel. 
"If nature has endowed her with mineral 
resources, she has corked them up too safely 
iii tier bosom for our convenient inspect on. 
arni, as a mineral community, we are adead 
failure.” 
Was he, too, maligning the Common­ 
wealth? Third, but my crtticssay “no mat- 
(cr what your m otive; no matter if you are 
patriotically trying to establish free raw 
materials tor tho benefit of our industries 
and protesting against the selfish, restric­ 
tions which Ohio and Pennsylvania have 
forced upon Massachusetts: no matter if 
Massachusetts has declared emphatically in 
favor of such change: still your facts are 
; wrong, and so you have insulted tho Com­ 
monwealth,” 
Well, lot us examine these facts. 
There 
are volumes of instruction on the tariff ques­ 
tion in a fair and careful study of them. 
Is it not true that under a low tariff our 
great industries were established and our 
manufacturing towns were founded? Turn 
to tho history of Lowell, with such great 
manufacturing companies as the Hamilton, 
Appleton, Lowell, Middlesex. Lawrence, 
Boott, Massachusetts. Lowell bleachery ami 
Lowell machine shop, ail established before 
1860;or to 
'rho H istory of Law rence, 
with its Washington and Atlantic mills, 
builtin 1846,its Pacific and Pemberton mills 
incorpoiated in 1852, and its Everett mills 
in isnt). Does not tho founding of Hol­ 
yoke’s industries date from tlie building of 
her present dam in 1849? 
Wen1 not gre.u industries established in 
Fall River long before tho high tariff, ami 
through those industries did not Fall River 
grow to be a city iii 1854? 
And is it not on 
record that after our great Industries were 
established iii those mid other places Massa­ 
chusetts and New England, through their 
representatives in Congress, voted in 1857 
for Hie lowest tariff' our country had had for 
generations? 
Were her representatives hostile to her 
industries? Were they in their official acts 
“detracting” from lier interests and malign­ 
ing their Commonwealth? 
But it is said that I had no right to com­ 
ment on her nresent condition after 30 
years of stringent protect on, or to say that 
some of her industries were “stagnant,” 
some greatly prosperous, and some were 
".silently stealing away," and that the line 
of cleavage between them seemed to he 
free raw material,” or to criticise lite con­ 
dition of her agriculture. 
If one honestly believes that an economic 
policy is injurious to his State, that it is dic­ 
tated by Hie selfish interests of competing 
States. I believe it is far more patriotic to 
protest against that policy than patiently to 
submit to it. or. worse still, to lie an active 
agent in forcing it upon our Common­ 
wealth. (Loud applause.) 
The Democratic position on the tariff is a 
demand, not for tree trade, but for free raw 
materials, free wool. coal. iron ore, copper, 
lumina, etc,, and all in Hie interest ana for 
the benefit of our great industries. (Re­ 
peated applause.) 
Let us exam ne this position in the light 
of recorded tacts and the statement of the 
industries themselves. 
.Some Massachusetts industries aro, or 
have been "s lont.lv stealing awav.” First 
the copper smelting industry. The limo 
was when that industry til rived in Alassa- 
cliusotts, aud great companies, like the Re­ 
vere Company of Boston and the Crocker 
Brothers of Taunton, did a prosperous busi­ 
ness in smelting ores. 
But the demand 
came to tho Republican party for a duty 
upon copper. In whoso interest.’ Massa­ 
chusetts? No. 
ft was bonnd to kill lier smelting works, 
injure her ship-building aud repairing in­ 
dustries, and burden the manufacture of 
copper and brass goods. 
Yet, in answer lo tho demand of Hie 
owners of tile rich I.ako Superior mines, 
against 
T h • Protest of S h ip O w ners 
and (ship builders, of smelting works and 
copper manufacturers, aud over the veto of 
a president, the Republican party in 1869 
put a duty upon copper- 
What was the result? Let the treasurer 
of the Revere Copper Company answer the 
question, 
Ile says on Feb. IO , 1888: “Our smelting 
works at Point Shirley were legislated out 
of existence.” And, referring to this duty, 
he adds: ’T his killed our business. We 
ran for a short time longer, and then had to 
give up and sell out the property. The 
buildings and other evidences ol the indus­ 
try have wholly disappeared.” That duty 
threw out of employment iii Massachusetts 
some hundreds of men and destroyed manu­ 
facturing 
property 
worth 
hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
But the Like Superior mines, having Hie 
right by law and by tho Republican policy 
to tax Hie whole people for their special 
benefit, have made enormous profits, and 
have been profitably .selling our own Ameri­ 
can copper in Hie foreign markets cheaper 
than to our own people; while our copper 
and brass industries were feeling Hie burden 
of this tax, and our vessels were being sent 
to foreign ports to he there repaired wit ii 
American cooper, because cheaper thau in 
our ow'n ports. 
So 
much 
for one 
industry that has 
Peen stolen away from Massachusetts by the 
Republican policy of taxing the raw ma­ 
terials of our industries. 
Let me now refer to another, tho iron and 
steel industry, and here I quote from the 
printed s.annuent aud petition of Hie in­ 
dustry itself, signed by 598 "proprietors or 
manufacturers of iron-working establish­ 
ments in New England, being members of 
all political parties,” as it recites, including 
Gov. Ames aud many leading Republicans, 
and Ute largest iron and steel industries in 
New England. 
Among tile signers 
are 
the Taunton, 
Rhode Island and Manchester Locomotive 
Works, the Albert Field Tack Company, 
the American Screw Company, Washburn 
& Moon. the Bay State, South Boston, Tre­ 
mont, 
Plymouth, 
Fairhaven 
foundries, 
Armington & Sims Engine Company, Bos­ 
ton Bridge 
Works, 
Cambridge Rolling 
NU lls. the American Axu and Tool Com­ 
pany, and hundreds of nail, machine, tack. 
boilers, locomotive, sewing machine aud 
other manufactories and foundries. 
That 
statement, published in February, 1889, 
deciares that the duty on pig iton “is practi­ 


cally prohibitory"; that because of it “the ! 
tendency has been to wipe out the iron and i 
steel industries, largo and small, of New 
England. 
The surviving mills owe their continued 
existence in a small part to the fart that 
they bai e been able to pick un and rew ork 
a little old material (scrap iron, castings 
and turnings) in their own territorv; but 
chiefly to the fart. that they have. through 
the compulsion of circumstances, been sys­ 
tematically engaged til tho degradation of 
American labor in New England. 
In a Published interview about the same 
time, Gov. Ames declared; ‘ The iron trade 
of New England is gradually disappearing. 
The natural advantages of competitors 
plus the dutv mean death to t. e New 
England iron industry.” 
Remember that this decline in the iron 
industry is of an industry that was one of 
our earliest ami strongest, and is wholly 
due. as it says, to the present tariff policy 
that it is not a failure of a new industry. 
or to create a new industry, hut a struggle 
for life of an old and well-established one.

—the glass industry, What has become of 
it in Massachusetts? 
'I here used to he here great and prosper 
ohs companies, like the Sandwich, the New 
England, the Bay State and the Suffolk, 
supplying not only our home market, but 
sending their goods into the markets of tho 
world 
Mr. Wadlin, in Ins recent report on 
the growth of manufactures, on page 372, 
states that from 1855 to 1885 toe product 
of the glass industries declined from $2,- 
648,125 to $1,091,949, and the number of 
men employed from 1887 to 982; and since 
1885 the two largest manufacturers in that 
industry have finally closed their doors. 
Fourth Let us pass to another industry, 
that of ship building and ship owning. The 
merchant marine of the United States in 
foreign trade has declined from 1861 to 
1890 from 2,486,894 tons to 928,062 tons. 
The tonnage of vessels bull: in New Eng­ 
land has declined from 183.625 tons in 1857 
to 39,983 tons in 1889. Mr. Wadlin, in his 
report, shows a decline in value in ship­ 
building in Massachusetts from $4,435,323 
in 1865, to $2,107,986 in 1885, and in the 
hands employed in that industry from 2424 
to 1534, and this includes a large nu oilier 
of yachts and pleasure boats that in recent 
times have bet ii built. 
Fifth Next let us consider a few facts in 
reference to the woollen industry. 
Mr. Wadlin, in the report referred to, 
states that the value of woollen goods 
made iii Massachusetts in 1865 was $31,- 
550,081, and in 1885 was $31,748,278, and 
Hie number of hands employed increased 
univ from 18,965 to 18,970. 
But during that period the hoot and shoe 
industry, w ith hides free since 1872. in­ 
creased in tho value of its product from 
$35.741.393 to $114,720,533, and in tho 
hands employed from 52,821 to64,858. The 
leather industry during Hie same time in­ 
creased in its product from $12,062,046 to 
$28,008,851, and in tho hands employed 
from 5321 to 9228. Iii tho silk industry 
during that period the increase in its prod­ 
uct was from $751.146 to $3,501,240, aud 
in the hands employed from 503 to 2126. 
In tho paper industry during that period 
the product increased from 85,383,301 to 
$21,223,626, and in tho hands employed 
from 3578 to 8620. In cotton industry the 
increase in hands was from 24.151 to 60,- 
132. and in goods from $35,355,699 to $61.- 
425.097. 
Even add to woollen goods the worsted 
goods, w hich are separately classified, and 
still there is a great difference shown in the 
growth of those industries whose principal 
raw’ materials have, during most or ail of 
this time, been free from duty. 
So great 
has been the prosperity in the cotton indus­ 
try that last year six new mills were erected 
in Fall River, w hich have led to an over­ 
production that at present is causing a 
reaction. In view of these facts, does it not 
look as though some industries were "stag 
naut,” some "greatly prosperous,” and that 
tlie "line of cleavage’’ was free raw ma­ 
terial. G/nid applause.) 
With justice the woollen industry lins 
demanded free 
raw material, but they 
asked for bread and got a stone. Instead of 
free wisil or lower duties, the duties were 
raised still higher, ami with the full assent 
and aid of the Republican representatives 
from Massachusetts. (Great applause.) 
W hat has been the result? Let me quote 
from the American Wool Reporter, the 
journal of that industry, w hose editor is a 
pronounced Republican and protectionist. 
On July 23, 1891, he says editorially: 
"The wool industry in several departments 
shows greater depression today than before 
the passage of the McKinley bill. . . . 
"Ii the expected dp ne ti ts from Hie tariff 
aro to come, they are certainly a long time 
in m aterializing. 
A single word about agriculture, It is 
true that in some lines, like truck farming, 
dairy and greenhouse products, there has 
been an increase; but in staple agricultural 
products, like meats and cereals and wool 
and tobacco, there lias been an enormous 
decrease in the last 30 years. So it happens 
that places like Hadley, which in 1875 w as 
the first agricultural town in our Common­ 
wealth, have decreased in population and 
It fallen to the sixth place, while Worcester 
stands first and Boston second as the lead­ 
ing agricultural towns of the Common­ 
weal th. 
It is true there lias been a marked de­ 
crease of the population in the real agricul­ 
tural towns. Hampden comity, with a gain 
of 30 per cent, iii population during the last 
IO years, shows a loss iii over one-halt ot its 
towns. Berkshire, with au increase of 17 Ai 
per cent., shows a loss in 24 out of its 32 
tow’ns. In many counties of tho Common­ 
wealth more than one-half of the towns. 
and those agricultural, have lost iii popula­ 
tion. Commissioners of abandoned farms 
have been appointed in some New England 
.States, and already there is reported iii this 
Commonwealth 1461 abandoned farms, and 
of these 772 with buildings upon them. 
With this hurried review of some of our 
industries, and the prosperity of some, and 
the lack of prosperity in others. I believe 
that it is true that Massachusetts asks and 
needs, and some day will have, free raw 
materials for the benefit of all her indus­ 
tries 
and all her people. (Repeated an 
plutiso.) 
I do not doubt, and nover have, that. Mas­ 
sachusetts, with the skill, industry and in­ 
telligence of her people, with their inherited j 
aptitude for manufacturing, with the enter- 
prise of her capital, is ana always will lie | 
great and prosperous. 
I doubt as little that I 
lf the hand of the law would lift some of 
this burden of taxation and give to Massa­ 
chusetts the benefit of her location, she and I 
lier industries would be greater and more j 
prosperous. 
Is it is not true, as 
I Maid In N ew Y ork, 
that Massachusetts will take her chance in 
any fair competition? (Shouts of "Yes, 
ye*!") 
She does object to competing with lier I 
hands tied. She protests against law hold- . 
ing the knife that would cut the throat of j 
her great industries. (Great applause.) 
Who is tho one that detracts from Hie in- j 
telesis and industries of'our beloved Com­ 
monwealth? 
There came a demand from Pennsylvania I 
that duties on iron ami ooal should remain. 
Another demand from the political shep­ 
herds of Ohio for higher duties on wool, 
another from Pennsylvania and the West 
for doubling the duties on tin plates, and I 
for reimposing a duty on hides, no matter 
how much these demands might be inju­ 
rious to Massachusetts industries. 
Against these demands went forth the 
indignant protests of our industries, de­ 
claring that sucli a policy would be inju­ 
rious to them, and to the welfare ot our 
Commonwealth. 
Where were Massachusetts’ sons in that 
struggle?

free raw materials to build up lier indus­ 
tries.

THE DEATH OF MR. PARNELL. 


It has been said of not a few public m en 
w ho have passed aw ay suddenly and u n ex­ 
pectedly, as C h a r l e s S t e w a r t P a r n e l l 
passed yesterday, that they were fortunate in 
tho tim e and m anner of their deaths. But it 
certainly w ill not be said of the rem arkable 
Irish leader, whose deatli w ill be the them e 
of world-wide com m ent th is m orning. 
More im m ediately fortunate would 
it 
have been for Mr. P a r n e l l , at least, for his 
personal standing am ong th e historic fig­ 
ures of his tune, if he had been called aw ay 
two. or even three years ago, w hile his posi­ 
tion as the trusted and beloved leader of 
the Irish nation in their struggle for self­ 
governm ent was still unshaken aud unas­ 
sailed. 
Before tile fatal blight of scandal 
fell upon his reputation, reft him of his 
splendid position as “the uncrow ned king of 
Ireland,” and reduced him , by rapid stages, 
from th e leadership of a united people to be 
the mere head of a broken aud dw indling 
faction, 
C h a r l e s 
S t e w a r t P a r n e l l ’s 
death w ould have been profoundly mourned 
by th e w hole Irish race, at hom e and 
abroad. 
Today the new s that he is dead w ill 
aw aken no such unanim ous and intense 
m anifestation of Irish sorrow, 
P a r n e l l 
lived too long for th at; he has died young, 
prem aturely it w ill even he sa id ; still it is 
evident that he had outlived his highest 
fam e and survived his proudest hour. 
And yet th e hearts of Irishm en and of 
Irish-Am ericans, rem em bering all that this 
m an once was, and all that he did and 
dared aud suffered for th e cause of Irish 
em ancipation from the thrall of English 
m isgovernm ent, w ill not fail to be stirred 
w ith m any grateful recollections of him . 
W hatever th e faults and m istakes of his 
personal and private life may have been, 


C h a r l e s S t e w a r t P a r n e l l rendered con­ 


spicuous aud valuable public services to his 
country. 
T he only Irish leader w ith w hom he can 
be compared is D a n i e l O ’C o n n e l l, and, 
m easured by w hat he accom plished in the 
unification of Ireland and the intim idation 
of E ngland—for E ngland was absolutely 
intim idated by P a r n e l l —ho was a greater 
and more successful leader than O ’C o n n e l l. 
Ile was of a far different type and tem pera 
m ent from th e fam ous agitator for the 
repeal of the union, colder, far less sym pa­ 
thetic and more calculatin g; not nearly so 
effective a m aster of th e 
oratory 
that 
intiam es a m ultitude to the fighting point: 
but incom parably more astute and adroit in 
the art of parliam entary warfare, and not 
one w h it less courageous and un yielding in 
his conflict w ith British authority. 
U nder th e m asterly leadership of this 
m an, the world saw the E nglish Parliam ent 
reduced to im potency by the little band of 
Irish N ationalists. 
“O bstruction” becam e 
an historic word of terrific import .g the 
annals of the House of Commons. It was 
PARNELL w ho m ade 
the 
cam paign of 
obstruction so effective that Mr. G l a d s t o n e 
was forced to confess that all th e ordinary 
resources for carrying ou the business of 
Parliam ent had failed, and that there was 
no refuge but in arbitrary force. The old 
order of procedure had to be radically 
revised, aud cloture was introduced to save 
th e H o u s e d Com m ons from absolute and 
perm anent paralysis. Cloture is E ngland’s 
m onum ent to P a r n e l l , and it w ill pre­ 
serve his m em ory as long as th e House of 
Com m ons Lasts. 
Nor cijn it ba forgotten

C h a r l e s .St e w a r t I a r n e l l w h o led w ith 
such im pressive results the No-Reut cam ­ 
paign, devised by M i c h a e l D a y itt.

The policy of evasion by which the Re­ 
publican organs seek to escape from adm it­ 
ting w hat the denial of free raw m aterial 
has cost N ew E ngland is as shallow as it is 
dishonest.

To show that a country w hich has 
more than doubled its population has in ­ 
creased its production, Imports and exports 
is indeed a wonderful stroke of logic lo 
offset plain facts and figures show ing w hat 
a suicidal policy bas cost N ew England. 
T he real question to consider is: If M assa­ 
chusetts. along w ith every other section, has 
inevitably felt the sweep of the great tide of 
population and invention in spite of re­ 
strictions upon raw m aterial and fuel, w hat 
m igh t she not have profited hat! these re­ 
strictions not been inflicted upon her? 
Invention is probably th e greatest of eco­

F igures are said to he incapable of lying, 
but w ith Mr. H o a r ’s sk ilfu l handling they

—m isrepresentation th at has a basis of truth. 
Ile indulged in his favorite m ethod of jug­ 
g lin g w ith facts w hen, in his Cambridge 
speech, he took issue w ith Gov. R u s s e l l on 
the decline o f 
the farm ing industry in 
M assachusetts. 
H e boasted, on tho strength of Mr. C ra p o ’s 
figures, that th e value o f farm products in 
th is State had doubled in tw enty years. 
It 
is not necessary to contradict h is figures to 
dem olish his conclusions. T he total value 
of farm products m ay have doubled in 
tw enty years, but the great m ajority of the 
m en of M assachusetts w ho have tried to 
obtain livelihoods 
by 
agriculture have 
grow n poorer year by year. 
T he growth of th e cities has stim ulated 
m arket gardening and increased the value 
of contiguous farms. T his is excellen t as

Furtherm ore, a great m any w ealthy m en 
w ho have m ade their m oney in other lines 
of business, have bought up farm s for a 
m ere pittance and bv developin g them and 
putting up costly buildings have increased 
their m arket value ten fold or more. 
In 
this w ay m any a farm that ten years ago 
was sold for $3000 is now’ worth $60,000, 
judging by w hat the purchaser has expend­ 
ed upou it. 
B ut what of the farmer? 
Ile took his 
$3000. and after probably paying half of it 
to satisfy a m ortgage, w ent elsew here to 
better hiscondition. 
T his is a good way for 
w ealthy m en to spend the m eans they do 
not need. 
We clo not. object to it. 
We are 
disposed to encourage it. Their fancy farms 
produce double, perhaps quadupie, what 
th ey did before. They ran sell a heifer for 


$1000 where their predecessors could not 
g.-d more than $35 for one. 
But even th e fancy farmers rarely m ake 
any money. They do not expect to. They 
produce a great deal, but it costs them a 
great deal for production. 
Farm ing is w ith 
them uot a vocation, but an avocation. It 
is not a business, bul a pleasant occupation 
for leisure hours and leisure money.

THE TAX ON 
M EANS AND THE TAX 
ON MEALS. 


The tariff question is m erely a phase of 
the larger general question of equitable tax­ 
ation. 
Every schoolboy has read in the exp lan a­ 
tory notes of his arithm etic th at taxation 
is of tw o kin ds- direct and indirect. 
Direct taxation levies upon a m an in pro­ 
portion to w hat he ow ns 
Indirect taxation 
levies upon him in proportion to w h at ha 
consumes. 
A protective duty is a tax upon consum p­ 
tion. As th e largest item 
of consum p­ 
tion am ong th e people is food, a protective 
duty is, therefore, largely a tax on o n e’s 
meals. 
Under direct taxes, as th ey are levied for 
the support of governm ent, each m an is 
taxed according to his m eans. Under pro­ 
tective tariffs each m an is taxed according 
to his meals. 
If in a given com m u nity th e tax rate on 
food were 5 cen ts on $100, th e m illionnaire 
would pay a m eal tax of $500. 
A m an w ho 
ow ned $10,000 w’ould pay a m eal tax of $5. 
Tile 
laboring 
m an w ould pay n ex t to 
nothing. 
But w ith a M cK inley tax designed to 
raise the same am ount of revenue, th e situ ­ 
ation is com pletely changed. As the w ork­ 
ingman cats As m uch, if not more, than the 
m illionnaire, he is taxed as m nch as the 
m illionnaire. 
As statistics show him to 
have double th e num ber of children aud 
dependents to support, his tax is increased 
above that of the m illionnaire in th at pro­ 
portion. 
T iiis nation collected in 1890 $372,278,- 
289 in indirect taxes. 
D ivide this sum by 
the population, stated at 02,500,000, and it 
am ounts to a per capita tax of som e $ 6.00. 
It was paid by consum ers, as all indirect 
taxes are, on th e basis of the w orkingm an's 
paying as great and even greater a propor­ 
tion than the m illionnaire. 
It w as paid 
chiefly in tho M c K i n l e y prices on food. 
Is it to be wondered at, then, that 35,000 
m illionuaires ow n one-half tho w ealth of 
th e country and th at a per capita debt of 
$320, or $1600 for each voter, rests upon 
tho people? 
Such is the steady drift of protective war 
tariffs paid in M cK inley prices. B ut th en it 
w ould not do to pursue these facts too far 
lest tho investigator should be accused of 
m aligning th e 
U nited States and th e 
C om m onw ealth of M assachusetts.

Ile bas been the representative of the 
English governm ent in at least Hall a dozen 
of hor Britannic m ajesty’s colonies, and 
could tell from practical expelience w hat 
the effect of homo governm ent had been in 
each. 
He had been selected as the P arncllite 
candidate for K ilkenny previous to the 
split in the irish party, hut when th e rup­ 
ture occut rod and tho bishops oiqtoscd Par­ 
nell, Sir John declined to follow his lead, 
and was adopted tis tho candidate of tho 
opposing party, Ho was elected after a 
severe and bittor struggle by 8880 against 
1362 for his Parnellite opponent, M r.ocully. 
8ir John w as horn at Cork in 1834. After 
receiving Ins education at various Irish col- 
loge*. In- studied law, and was called to tho 
bar at tho Inner Temple, Loudon, in 1856. 
As a Conservative and supporter pf ID - 
raeli’s afterw ard Lord Beaconsfiold's- for- 
eign policy, w hile,in regard to Irish m atters 
he m aintained ah independent attitude, 
he wa* tho 
first Catholic Conservative 
elected to the British Parliam ent, 
Im mediately upon i-ntortng the House of 
Commons lie adopted an attitude of sturdy 
opposition to the governm ent of the day, 
and his groat alfllit es made him an oppo­ 
nent not to he reckoned lightly. 
But be w a* too troublesome an opponent 
of tim I ihorals to leave him long unnoticed, 
and iii due tim e his activity on behalf of 
the Conservative party was rewarded by 
Disraeli, who appointed him governor of 
Labuan in 1867. 
Tiffs post ho filled till 
1871. when ho was given control of the 
Wf.*l African settlem ents, rem aining there 
until 1873, when he was gazetted governor 
of the Baham a islands. Ile was governor of 
the Bahamas until 1875. when he was trans­ 
ferred in the same capacity to the Barba­ 
does ami W indward island.*, rem aining 
there a year, In 1877 ho was m ade gov- 
ernor of Hong Kong, China, and this office 
he retained for five years,, until he was 
m ade governor of M auritius in 1882. 
On retiring from tho governorship of 
M auritius he returned ie Ireland and took 
up his abode at Ii s lovely residence at 
Yougiial, county Cork, where he owned tho 
house in which Sir W alter Raleigh lived. 
To visitors to Youghal is still pointed out 
iii Gov. Pope Hennessey’s garden the tree 
under which Raleigh sat wffien he smoked 
the first tobacco introduced into Ireland, 
and where his faithful servant, it is said, 
treated him to a cold bath in fear of his 
being burned to death, lit th a t sam e gar­ 
den, too. was planted the first potato over 
grown in Ireland.

Hunter and Tamer. 


Rattlesnake Egg Oil Finds a Ready 
Sale at $85 an Ounce. 


Venom Harmless Against Fascination 


of Whistle and Bunch of Rags. 


ECRETED among tho 
hills in the vicinity of 
Portland,Conn, across 
♦ he Connecticut from 
Middletown, lives a 
s tr a n g e character, 
known to the people 
throughout the cen­ 
tral part of the Stat© 
as "Dell Reeves, the 
snake charmer.” 
He has won t h is 
title from his vitiation of snake hunting, 
which affords him a very good income. The 
man is very frugal in his way of living and 
it is generally supposed that be has accum­ 
ulated, in the past IO years, several hun­ 
dred dollars, which lie has safely concealed 
somewhere about his narrow premises. 
Reeves’ habitation is not particularly at­ 
tractive, viewed from the outside, but th© 
interior is a museum. Tao walls, shelves 
and tables are full of stuffed snakeskin.?, 
polecat and badger hides, and bottles of 
alcohol containing reptiles of every descrip­ 
tion native to New England. In two or 
three 
glass 
cases 
he has 
as 
many 
live rattlesnakes that he savs he has tamed, 
and which, for the entertainment of Ilia 
visitors, he removes and caresses and fondles 
as if they were the most harmless of pets. 
The house in which the snake charmer 
lives is a rudely-constructed affair, built of 
turf, brush, lumber and stones. Its walls 
are thick, and the roof is impervious to rain. 
It contains two rooms. In oue of them are 
the preserved snakes and the stuffed skins. 
In one corner stands a narrow bcd. In this 
room Reeves eats and sleeps, and passes the 
greater part of Ins time when he is idle. 
The adjoining room is bis laboratory, a 
very small apartment, in which is a very 
rickety stove, a few kettles and a lot of glass 
bottles. Here Reeves makes his money by 
extracting the oil from the eggs and bodies 
of the various serpents that he captures, 
each of which varieties has its distinguish­ 
ing virtues. 
The most valuable oil that Reeves gets is 
that from the eggs of the rattlesnake. It is 
a very valuable remedy for rheumatism, 
and is used to some extent in the manu­ 
facture of many of the patent medicines 
warranted to cure rheumatism ana neu­ 
ralgia that are placed on the market, 
This oil is very hard to extract. It is 
procured by boiling the eggs cautiously, 
night and day, until no oily substance 
makes its appearance upon the surface of 
the water. 
Every half hour the oil is 
skimmed from the water anil placed in a 
small iron kettle. 
When the eggs havo 
rendered all the oil that they contain they 
are thrown away.

Into the kettle in which the oil has been 
placed small quantity of water is put. The 
cover is sealed hermetically with red wax. 
Near the cover in t..e side of Hie kettle is a 
pipe a half an inch in diameter; this pip© 
runs to a worm iii a barrel of running 
water. 
A fire is built under the kettle, the water 
boils, the ‘•team passes off through the worm 
and the condensed water drops into a glass 
Jar under a tube at the end of the worm. 
The oil that appears on the top of this water 
is the gemiino article, clarified and ready 
for the market. It is carefully skimmed off 
and bottled up. 
Rattlesnake oil. pure and simplo, brings 
the neat little sum of SHJ an ounce, but a 
man might kill IOO rattlesnakes and not 
secure enough eggs to make one-half of that 
amount of oil, and again lie might kill IO 
rattlesnakes and get 8100 worth of oil from 
them. 
Iii the hunting and killing of rattlesnakes 
Reeves has been especially fortunate. In th© 
last lo years he says that lie has rarely 
killed a snake that didn't yield him at 
least IO eggs. He will kill a rattlesnake 
only in the fall, as that is the time that 
they yield ezgs most plentifully, and th© 
eggs procured then contain more oil than 
those that the snake lays in the early sum­ 
mer. 
His method of capturing it is peculiar. 
When he sights the game he angers it by tap­ 
ping the ground and shaking a pole about 
IO feel long, at the end of which is tied a 
hunch of white cloth, in front of the snake’s 
head. 
The reptile at once puts itself into shape 
to fight and strikes at the rag. When th© 
reptile’s attention is thoroughly attracted 
bv the rag, Reeves, with unfailing aim, 
swings round a pole in tho end of which is a 
knife about IO inches long, an I the snake’s 
head files into the air. cut off like a daisy 
blossom by the glittering blade. 
As unconcernedly as tho average man 
would pick up the body of a squirrel that ho 
had shot. Reeves picks up the writhing body 
of tho snake, and thru ting it into a wicker 
basket that he carries over his shoulder, he 
fastens down the lid and continues his 
hunt. He never kills a rattlesnake by beat­ 
ing it upon the body, for by so doing any 
eg g s it might contain would he broken anil 
rendered valueless. 
The snake charmer handles the reptiles 
feariesslv. and lie, says that he has never 
vet been’bitten. He lias no trouble in catch­ 
ing a snake alive. When he sights a snake 
he begins a kind of a low monotonous 
whistle. The sound is made, apparently, 
partly try his breath passing between his 
teeth aud partly by his voice iii his throat. 
In whatever manner he makes it it at one© 
attracts the attention of the snake, which 
raises its head and listens. 
For perhaps two minutes Reeves keeps up 
this peculiar humming sound, all the while 
gragually drawing nearer the snake. When 
Fie is within a few feet of the snake he 
reaches out a tuft of feathers fastened to the 
end of a stick, which resembles a blather 
duster. This he holds in his lett hand, and 
while he continues humming he pa*ses tho 
feathers over the body of the snake from its 
heaxi to its tail. 
W hether the snake is charmed by the 
soft touch of the feathers or paralyzed by 
the audacity of the m an.it is hard to tell: 
at all events, It soon drops its head and 
stretches out in a mx>st indifferent and lazy 
manner. 
With his eye always upon ic, 
Reevxis stealthily draws nearer the snake, 
and when he Ts within arm's length ho 
reaches out and clutches it about three 
inches back of its head. 
Holding it thus he takes it to his cabin 
and places it iii a box with a glass cover. 
He keeps it there for several weeks, glut­ 
ting it with food and employing las means 
of training ii until it will allow him to 
handle it without a show of displeasure. 
Reeves ha* a tender feeling in his heart 
for snakes that are not venomous, and it is 


o d i v once in a irreal white that he kills a 
snake of the harmless variety. 
Whenever 
lie conies across a red snake, or copper­ 
head. as they are more commonly called, 
or an adder, he either captures or kills it. 
He takes especial pleasure in picking uo 
small snakes that he comes across -lid put­ 
ting them iii the bosom of ills sh.rt or carry­ 
ing them about in his pockets, it is hard 
to find him ween ho hasn’t two or three 
snakes about him and nothing pleases him 
more than to pull a snake out of his pocket 
and make a man jump out of his hoots by 
shaking it under his nose. 
. . . 
The snake charmer is now in his 62d 
year, and although his form is erect and his 
step vigorous bis hair is white and his 
beard is frxisted. 
He is a genial fellow and always welcomes 
a visitor to his strange home. He is a man 
possessing a wonderful amount of informa­ 
tion regarding the habits of animals, but 
beyond the narrow circle in which lie lives 
he seldom a lows Ids mental self to wander. 
Through him many of the snake charmers 
travelling 
professionally 
thro ag h 
the 
country secure the snakes with which they 
perform. For every reptile thus disposed of 
Reeves gets never less than §100, aud Olton 
twice that amount.

MIRRORS. 


Some Interesting Points About What 


They Were a t One Time and How 


They Came to be What They Are 


T o d a y . 
[W ashington Star.] 
T h e earliest m irrors of w hich m en tio n is 
m ad e in history wmre in use am ong th e 
Israelites in th e tim e of Moses. T h a t g e n ­ 
tlem an , as recorded in th e B ible com m anded 
iii a certain em ergency th a t th e se articles 
should bo tran fo rm ed in to w ash b asin s for 
th e priests. T hey w ere m ade of brass. 
D oubtless sim ilar utensils of th is and 
o th e r m a te ria ls w ere in use long before th at. 
A t th a t sam e period black g lass w as e m ­ 
ployed for th e purpose, as w ell as tra n s­ 
p aren t glass w ith black foil on th e back. 
It is re la te d th a t th e S paniards found m ir- 
iors of polished black stone, both convex 
and concave, am ong th e n a tiv e s of S outh 
A m erica. 
T h e m irro rs of tho an cien t G reeks and 
R om ans w ere th in discs of bronze, h ig h ly 
p olished 
an d 
u su ally 
fash io n ed 
w ith 
h an d les, th o u g h som etim es th e y w ere set 
u p rig h t on stands. L ater on silv er was 
used. an d th e first m irro r ot solid silv er is 
said to hav e been m ade by P rax itele s in tho 
tim e of Ju liu s Caesar. 
S u b seq u en tly silv er 
m irro rs 
took th e 
place of brass or bronze ones a lm o st alto­ 
g e th e r. th o u g h steel, copper and even gold 
w ere also employed. “Looking g la sse s” of 
m etal w ere employed ev ery w h ere up to the 
15th cen tu ry . 
From th e 12th to th e 15th c en tu ry , sm all 
m irrors, carried in th e pocket or a tta ch e d to 
th e girdle, w ere regarded as in d isp en sab le 
ad ju n cts to lad ies’ to ,lets. 
T h e 
pocket 
m irro r w as a circu lar plaque of polished 
m etal fixed in a shallow box a n d covered 
w ith a lid. 
Ivory w as u su ally th e m a te ria l of such 
cases, and, as a rule, th ey w ere carv ed in 
relief w ith rep resen tatio n s of love, dom estic 
scenes, h u n tin g sports and th e like. 
Gold, 
silver, en am els an d ebony w ere likew ise 
used as m aterials. T h e sort of m irro r w orn 
a t th e g ird le had no cover, bu t w as provided 
w ith a sh o rt h andle. 
In th e m id d le ages, w hen steel and silver 
m irrors w ere alm ost ex clu siv ely used, a 
m eth o d of b ack in g glass for th e sam e p u r­ 
pose w ith th in sheets of m etal w as know n. 
S m all convex m irrors of glass w ere m ade 
in G erm any before th e 16th c en tu ry , and 
w ere iu d em au d u n til co m p arativ ely m odern 
tim es. 
T hey w ere produced by blo w in g sm all 
glass globes, in to w hich, w h ile th ey w ere 
iiot, w as passed th rough a pipe a m ix tu re of 
tin . a n tim o n y an d resin. 
W hen the globe 
w as coated inside, it was allow ed to cool 
and w as afte rw a rd c u t in to convex lenses, 
w hich form ed sm all b u t w ell-detiued im ages. 
E arly in th e 16th cen tu ry a m an u facto ry 
of glass m irro rs was first estab lish ed on a 
com m on: ai scale in V enice and th e rep u b ­ 
lic enjoyed a m onopoly oi th is very profita­ 
ble business for 150 years. T h e m ak ers of 
looking-glasses form ed an im p o rtan t cor­ 
p oration am ong them selves a n d w ere a l­ 
low ed u n u su al privileges. 
T h eir process was to blow cy lin d ers of 
glass, w hich w ere afterw ard flatten ed upon 
a stone, carefu lly polished a n d 
silvered 
on th e back w ith an am algam . 
In th is w ay 
q u ite large ones w ore produced, som etim es 
m easu rin g as m uch as four feet in length. 
T h e secret w as carefu lly g u ard ed , an d tho 
law s w ere enforced w hich d eclared th a t 
any w o rk m an a t th e trad e w ho carried his 
a rt to a foreign state m ust re tu rn upon 
requ aition on p enalty of im p riso n m en t for 
his n e arest relativ es, 
lf, n o tw ith sta n d in g 
th is penalty, h e refused to re tu rn , em issa­ 
ries w ere sen t to kill him . 
N evertheless, iii 
1665, C olbert, at, th a t tim e prim e m in ister 
of F ian ce, im ported from V enice 20 m akers 
of look ng glasses, w ho set up th e ir business 
in th e F au b o u rg St. A ntoine. 
B efore long the F ren ch m irro rs excelled 
th e V enetian, and a fresh im pulse was given 
to th e a rt iii I OHI by th e d is c o v e r of a pro­ 
cess for m a k in g p late gla«s. 
F rom th a t 
tim e to th is th e looking glasses m ade in 
F ran c e h av e been th e best in th e w orld. 
H and m irro rs of m etal are still in com ­ 
m on use in oriental co u n tries. 
In C hina 
and Ja p a n th ey are u su ally m ad e of bronze, 
slig h tly convex, an d ab o u t 12 in ch es in 
d iam eter. T h e Japanese w om an w ho is so 
fo rtu n ate as to ow n a m irror, reg ard s it as 
th e m ost precious of h er possessions. 
T h ere is an an cien t m yth to th e effect 
th a t th e Jap an ese sun goddess once becam e 
an g ry and s h u t herself up in h e r cave so 
th a t all th e e arth w as dark. T o en tice h er 
from h er co n cealm en t th e o th e r gods tried 
v ario u s artifices, but all in vain, u n til it oc­ 
c u rred to th em to co n stru ct a m irror, by 
w hich, w hen th e sun goddess saw h er face 
in it, she was d raw n fo rth th ro u g h jealousy 
an d curiosity. 
W heu th e Jap an ese em p ire first cam e in to 
e x isten ce th e sun goddess g av e th e m irro r 
to h e r grandson, say in g ; “Look upon th is 
as m y spil t, keep it in th e sam e house w ith 
yourself an d w orship it as if it w ere m y 
a ctu al presence.” T his m irror is to th is day 
th e m ost im p o rta n t article in th e im perial 
reg alia of -Japan. 
Som e Jap an ese m irrors are supposed to 
possess a m ag ieq u ality . w hich h as rendered 
th em objects of superstitious rev eren ce for 
cen tu ries, an d , in fact, it has ev en puzzled 
m odern science not a little. 
W hen a stro n g 
beam of lig h t is so reflected from one of 
th em as to b e th ro w n upon a screen th e re 
appears upon th e screen an im ag e in d eli­ 
cate tracery perfectly repro d u cin g th e p a t­ 
te rn en g rav ed in relief on th e b ack of th e 
m irror, w hich of course is a lto g e th e r hid d en 
from th e lig h t. Inasm uch as th e face of th e 
m irro r p resen ts a surface th a t is perfectly 
sm ooth a p p aren tly th e reason for th is phe­ 
nom enon is difficult to find. 
It cause, how ever, is sim ple enough. 
T he 
p relim in ary operation of polishing th e face 
consists in scoring th e cast disk w ith a sh arp 
tool in every direction. 
T h e th ic k e r por­ 
tions, w here th e o rn am en tatio n in relief is 
on th e back, offer m ore resistan ce and th e 
resu lt is a corresponding in eq u ality of th e 
polished surface. 
T h is in eq u ality is no t sufficiently m ark ed 
to be visible to th e nak ed eye, b u t it is 
enough to tu rn th e rays of lig h t, an d th u s 
th e p a tte rn of th e en g rav in g on th e back is 
reproduced on th e screen in th e m an n er 
described. 
T hese so called m ag ic m irrors 
are so h ig h ly valued th a t thev sell for from 
IO to 20 tim es th e prices paid for ord in ary 
ones.

N othing shows the State of N ew York in 
its snap and *pir t more than th e you th fu l­ 
ness of its candidates for a good m any s ears 
past. It has pre-em inently been the State 
of young men. and was th e first State to 
turn down th eold nres d entsand com m ence 
to m ske young ones. 
Van Buren wa* only 
44 years old when he becam e president, 
w hile John Adam s w aited to be more than 
60. and John Q uincy Adams, though pre­ 
cocious, wa* 57. The W higs took up the 
first Harr son and elected him when he was 
67, but th e R epublicans took up the present 
Harrison w hen he was only 55. 
I forget w hether John T yler had any 
children after he left th e W hite House or 
not, for th e repeated books his posterity 
published, so far from liftin g the horizon 
from his fam e, serve m erely to confuse the 
poor little m an in our m inds, and a groat 
big book I have on m y shelves, called "The 
Lives and Tim es of the T ylers,” I took up 
some tim e ago under the im pression that it 
was th e life of W at Tyler, w ho broke out 
into insurrection about the tim e of Richard 
IL, kin g o f Rn viand. 
The first th ng my eye lighted upon was 
W at Tyler in the book, and I put it down, 
saying. “ W hat is W at?"

Any man who claim s to be descended 
from Wat Tyler w ill know more about 
"Wat" than "what." 
Tyler wa*. I think, tho only American 
president, except Mr. C leveland, w ho m ar­ 
ried w hile in th? W hite House, and he took 
a bright Yankoe-d* ved w ife, w ho died but 
the other day, living alm ost as long as Mrs. 
Polk. 
Polk became president av the age of about 
49 or 60. but he 
Sever Had Any Children. 
Tyler married a girl w ho was but 24 years 
ald, and she cam e from Eastham pton, I-. I., 
be county w here the C oukiings originated 
sud where Roscoe C onkling's father was 
bora. At the tim e T yler w as 54 years old, 
us he had become president by accident 
when only 51. and he had taken his first 
wife in 1813, olm ost a third of a century be­ 
fore he marr ed the sec ii i. 
Hayes wa* a rather young president, only 
64 3ears old, born about the sa ne t me as 
Grant, and he is still livin g 
Garfield be­ 
cam e president at 54 and C leveland at 48 
or 49. 
The executive office is em inently th e 
pla< e for action, and not for re action. Our 
mo*t popular presidents have been ponular 
in proportion to their * nergv.such a* W ash­ 
ington, Jackson, Gen. Taylor, Grant. 
'I he old gam e, therefore, of U nited States 
-enator*. who have been elected to th e 
Senate in the main because of their having 
put life behind them aud Lawn® only its 
reflective vestiges left, attem pting to bo 
jiresidentsand wield ttieex ecu tiv esw o rd .is 
becoming more and more ai-sur I all the tim e. 
If every man now in the U nited States 
Senate won d vote h im self im m ediately 
.and forever to be a Has Re*n w ithout th e 
least ch .nee to become president, he would

him self much worry. 
T h eold man'* dotage is also seen w hen 
the (Supreme Court iusticc* ennrhid« that 
h e r are going to he presidents.

W ithin three days authorized paym ents 
in advance to the ex ten t of OO per cent, 
have been m ade on deposits of bullion w ith­ 
out rating, as form erly, for w eighing and 
assaying. 
This is a new feature of the business at 
the governm ent assay office iii W all st., and 
is the issue of an application m ade to the 
governm ent by the im porting houses w ith a 
view to easing th e city m oney m arket and 
to encourage the im portation of gold. 
On Monday $460,000 worth of French 
gold 
was received on deposit. 
In the 
storage rooms today are $30,000,000 in gold 
and §000.000 in silver- 
The annual report has not yet been issued.

“charge to th e clergy,” delivered at the dio­ 
cesan convention now in session at St. Bar­ 
tholom ew ’s church, has 
been authorita­ 
tively published. T he charge defines the 
relations of th e clergy to tho faith and order 
of tho church, end is regarded as the m ost 
im portant utterance of his adm inistration. 
lie refers to the H eber Newton case, now 
in th e hands of a special com m ittee, and to 
the attem pt to d efect the election of Bishop 
Brook* of Boston. 
B shop Potter referred to the agitation 
over the ch m 'ii standards caused by Heber 
N ew ton’# quarrel w ith th e apostle# creed. 
He said that it w as clear that the obliga­ 
tions ivliich tile clergy voluntarily under­ 
take were far w ider than those of the laity, 
and certainly not Ie** sacred. 
It had recently becom e a popular notion, 
continued tho bishop, that the formula# of 
theology m ust he recast in order to bring 
them in to closer harm ony w ith modern life 
nnri thought, and there was a dem and th at 
the authorities of the 
churches 
should 
oppose aud persecute clergym en who under­ 
took to do so. 
Ho then refers to th e acceptance by the 
church of th e doctrine) of tho virgin bitch 
and bodily re urrection of Christ, both of 
w inch have Peen called in question by Dr. 
N ew ton, and affirm ed it to lie the du ly ot 
all clergym en to assent to and accept these 
doctrines in t i l e s -use in w hich tho church 
has received them . 
Doubt as to these e santial points, the 
bishop says. should he followed by retire­ 
m ent from the Ord rs, fasting, pravei and 
studv un.il tho doubts should bo resolved. 
lie re.erred to Cardinal N ewm an's doubts 
and his attem pt at continuing to preach, 
and to his final retirem ent as the m ost hon­ 
orable. as it was doubtless the m ost painful 
aer, c l his life. 
Tile bishop speaks disparagingly of the 
spectacle of a clergym an’s rem aining n a 
pulpit of a church whose essential tenets he 
openly di-avovvs and contravenes. .Speak­ 
in g of them Dr. Potter says: 
“But it m ay be urged at this point, is th e 
one w ho is honestly perplexed concerning 
questions w hich th e church re tar s as fun­ 
dam ental verities of th e faith to stifle these 
perplexities and to g o on teaching or affirm­ 
in g as the truth certain tilings concerning 
which L eis no longer persuaded that they 
are the truth, but is rather, it m ay he, 
profoundly persuaded that th ey are not the 
truth? 
"Is uniform ity of teaching to ho m ain­ 
tained at the cost of honest inquiry ? 
"It is the plain a m y of such an one to 
suspend his m inistrations, aud tem porarily. 
at any rate, retire irom tim exercise of his 
sacred office, and address him self w ith 
prayer and abstinence and m ost searching 
aud candid inquiry to an exam ination of 
the question or questions at issu e.” 
Bishop Potter criticises th e attem pts of 
nartie-and .schools in th e church to advance 
their theories in regard to the accepted 
idea of the Bible, th at it contains both a 
hum an e am ent and a divine elem ent, and 
to supplant it with their ow n notions that 
the Set ptures are altogether hum an or 
altogether di sine. Of this he sa y s: 
"The church, then, is not tied fly any e x ­ 
istin g dennition as to the inspiration. 
M e 
cannot m ake any exact claim upon any­ 
o n e’s belief in regard to inspiration sim ply 
because w e have no authoritative definition 
to bring to lear upon him . Those of us 
w h o believe m ost in th e inspiration o f the 
church w ill see a divide providence in tins 
absence of dogm a, because we shall per­ 
ceive that only now is the state of k n o w l­ 
edge such as adm its of the oueslion being 
legitim ately raised.” 
R eferring to the election of Dr. Brooks to 
the episcopate, he says; 
"Tho effort w hich we have lately seen in 
th is church to defeat the confirm ation of an 
em inent Presbyter elected to the E pisco­ 
pate, and to defeat it by m ethods w hich, in 
th e judgm ent of all docent people, ou gh t to 
redound to the lasting dishonor of those 
w ho em ployed them , was an effort ostensi­ 
bly to com pass that defeat on grounds of 
doctrinal unsoundness, but really because 
tho individual concerned did not happen to 
hold a prevalent view of th e apostolic suc­ 
cession. 
Referring to the trial of Dr. N ew ton, he 
sa y s: 
"It is com m only supposed, at least I am 
often told so, that I am keenly averse to 
ecclesiastical trials am ong us. I am quite 
free to confess th at under th e present law 
of this church I shall very reluctantly 
initiate one m yself. 
If the clergy w ant 
their bretoren tried, let me tell them in the 
plainest possible E nglish that th ey m ust 
get behind the indictm ents and shoulder 
tho responsibility cf bringing those accus­ 
ations, w hich too m any of them are ready 
enough to repeat, but a little more ready to 
disown, w hen exp licitly they are called to 
account for them . W hen they do th at th ey 
w ill discover, as som e of them have already 
discovered, that th e m achinery of th e law 
w ill be set in m otion quite as prom ptly as 
th ey could desire,”
